That after the death of the Lord Chauncellor EZe/mere, the defendants exhibited a new bill in Chauncery of review and reverſal of the 
 formerdecree: And hat n ſolempne hearing in open Coureehe ail former decree vas wwnfirmed, and the plaintifes Bill diſmiſſed as ap- 
__ pearerh by the ſaid ome deed: 12. February 16. Jacobs. 2 :
